PRESCRIBED  STANDARDS 

The  following  requirements  have  been  approved  for  Standard 
Colleges : 

1.  Instructio7ial  Staff. — At  least  eight  full-time  teachers;  each 

teaching  not  to  exceed  twenty  hours  per  week  (sixteen  de- 
sirable) ;  each  a  graduate  of  standard  normal  school, 
college  or  university  (head  professors  holding  masters' 
or  doctoral  degrees).     Teaching  must  be  of  good  quality. 

2.  Financial  Resources   and  S upj) or t.—Fvoductive   endowment 

beyond  all  indebtedness,  of  at  least  $500,000;  or  in  lieu 
thereof,  a  fixed  annual  income  independent  of  students' 
fees,  of  not  less  than  $25,000.  State  revenues  or  contrib- 
uted services  equivalent  in  value  are  accepted. 

3.  Entrance  Requirernents. — Graduation  from  a  commissioned 

high  school  or  other  secondary  school  of  equal  rank. 

4.  Graduation     Requirements. — Collegiate     year     of     at    least 

thirty-six  weeks ;  class  hour  of  at  least  fifty  minutes 
(laboratory  double  periods)  ;  curriculum  of  four  years, 
with  plan  for  major  subject,  minors  and  electives;  stu- 
dent load  not  to  exceed  sixteen  hours  per  week,  with  pro- 
vision for  extra  studies  in  cases  of  superior  work;  one 
year's  residence  (not  necessarily  consecutive)  work. 

5.  Equipment. — Well-organized  department  of  education  with 

facilities  for  observation  and  practice  teaching.  Lab- 
oratories adequate  for  teaching  sciences  offered;  library 
of  at  least  8,000  volumes,  exclusive  of  public  documents, 
— library  shall  grow  and  shall  contain  recent  as  well  as 
earlier  standard  works,  encyclopedias,  dictionaries  and 
other  kinds  of  reference  works,  as  well  as  leading  periodi- 
cals, in  each  department. 

The  library  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  trained  librarian. 

6.  Records  and  Reports. — Annual  statistical  report  and  attend- 

ance  reports   required;    students'   records   must  be   kept 
properly  and  certified  promptly  on  re:]uest. 
A  competent  registrar  must  be  employed.

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STANDARDS  FOR  NORMAL  SCHOOLS 

Following  requirements  apply  to  Standard  Normal  Schools: 

1.  Teaching    Staff. —  Seven    or    more    full-time    teachers;    all 

graduates  of  a  standard  normal  school,  college  or  uni- 
•versity;  all  with  successful  experience  in  public  school 
work;  all  teachers  of  excellence;  none  shall  teach  more 
than  twenty  hours  per  week   (sixteen  preferable). 

2.  Financial  Resources. — A  net  annual  income  of  at  least  $15,- 

000  is  required. 

3.  Entrance  Requirements. — Admission  to  Class  A  or  B,  gradu- 

ation from  certified  or  commissioned  high  school,  or 
equivalent;  to  two,  three,  or  four  years*  curriculum, 
graduation  from  commissioned  high  school,  or  full  equiva- 
lent, to  be  established  by  state  deficiency  examination  or 
additional  normal  credits. 

4.  Graduation  Require^tnents. — Year  of  three  terms  of  twelve 

weeks  each  (summer  session  of  six  to  twelve  weeks  rec- 
ommended) ;  class  period,  fifty  minutes  (laboratory,  dou- 
ble period) ;  curriculum  of  at  least  two  years  (four  years 
desirable)  ;  one  full  year  of  residence  work  required  in 
all  curricula;  student  load  not  to  exceed  sixteen  hours 
of  prepared  work  per  week,  with  provision  for  extra 
work  in  "drill"  or  non-preparation  studies;  observation 
and  supervised  teaching  in  grades  to  be  taught. 

5.  Laboratory  and  Library. — Adequate  laboratories  for  teach- 

ing each  of  the  sciences  offered;  library  of  at  least  3,500 
volumes,  exclusive  of  public  documents,  especially  rich  in 
standard  books  on  educational  subjects. 

The  library  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  trained  librarian. 

6.  Size  of  Classes. — Except  in  drill  subjects,  no  class  may  en- 

roll more  than  45  students   (30  preferable). 

7.  Reports  and  Records. — Same  as  for  Standard  Colleges.   Com- 

petent registrar  shall  be  employed.

NORMAL  DEPARTMENTS 

(In  Smaller  Colleges) 


PRESCRIBED  STANDARDS 

The  college  or  normal  school  which  does  not  meet  the  require- 
ments of  a  standard  college  or  standard  normal  school,  may- 
establish  a  normal  department: 

1.  General   Requirements. — Requirements   of   standard  normal 

schools  relating  to  admission  of  students,  standards  of 
work,  library  and  laboratory,  length  of  year,  size  of 
classes  and  class  periods,  observation  and  practice  school, 
and  records  and  reports,  shall  apply  without  modifica- 
tion. 

2.  Teaching  Staff. — Teachers  must  meet  the  same  requirements 

as  in  standard  normal  schools;  and  the  normal  depart- 
ment must  be  in  charge  of  a  competent  dean  or  director, 
who  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  organization  and 
direction  of  the  work. 

3.  Financial   Support. — Amount   not   prescribed,   but   shall   be
